D. L. Moody died in 1899. The 
persistence of his influence is 
striking. A recent attendant at a 
Northfield conference wrote his 
son W. R. Moody: 

“After 30 years’ absence from 
Northfield, upon my return your 
dear father’s voice rang the loud- 
est and clearest in my ears.” 

The General Conference of 
Christian Workers, which opened 
on July 29, runs until next Mon- 
day August 14. This ta the first of 
the Bible conferences organized by 
D. L. Moody back in 188]. It hss 
continued all thece years largely 
on the original lines. There is no 
hard and fast oryan.«ution, no en- 
listing of delegates, no fees or 
charges for attendance at meet- 
ings, Board and room are provided 
at moderate rates in the dormitoi- 
fes and halls of Northfield Semin- 
ary, or in tents on the lovely can- 
pus. Christian pecple of all the 
evangelical denominations feel at 
home, — denomninationalism drops 
out of sight except 43 informal 
groups may ye: togecher occas‘on- 
aily for fellowsh:p. 

Many of the outstanding Bible 
teachers and preachers of this and 
other lands have appeared on the 
Northfield platform during the 
past 50 years. And an unusually 
strong corps of leaders has been 
assembled by W. R. Moody this 


year. Among speakers from abroad 
there are J. Stuart Holden of Lon- 
don; John A. Hutton, editor of the 
“British Weekly,’’ London; Adam 
W. Burnet of Glasgow ,a tense, ef- 
fective Biblical preacher of the 
best Scottish tradition, who is here 
for his third consecutive year; 
Donald M. Baillie also of Scotland 
on his first visit; the brothers 
Raymond B. and Richard S. Bu 
ker of Burma, with missionary 
messages.

N. R. A. In particular he dwelt 
upon its reception by the retail 
merchants and described the pro- 
gress of events in Greenfield which 
led up to a definite announcement 
of store hours. 

Chairman Hoehn stated that 
“while it is the desire of those in 
charge of the President’s Emergen- 
cy Re-employment campaign to see 
widespread use made of the offi- 
cial emblem of the N. R. A. which 
bears the words, ‘‘We Do Our 
Part,” but it is a serious offense 
on the part of anyone who might 
make improper use of the insignia. 
The N. R. A. official emblem is the 
property of the United States 
Government and may not be used 
or reproduced without authority 
of the N. R. A. and only by those 
who sign the President’s Re-em- 
ployment Agreement and comply 
with it. Later an opportunity will 
be given to all our citizens to en- 
roll and receive the ‘‘consumer” 
distinction and emblem.

Perhaps the high light of the 
conference thus far has been a se- 
ries of six addresses on certain 
Psalms (146, 90, 19, 143, 139, and 
42-43) by Jamees Moffatt of New 
York, translator of the Moffat 
Bible. He began with a personal 
reminiscence of his seminary in- 
structor, Professor A. B. Bruce of 
Glasgow ,who approved his Vielen 
ing on the Psalms with the dictum: 

“The Psalms are a cry, and a 
cry is always real.” 

Hence the psalms are always 
profitable for our spiritual life. 
The best commentary upon them is 
human life as we see it lived day 
by day. The Psalter has become a 
sanctuary for the human soul. 
Here we meet God, and our cry is 
answered. The controling idea of 
the Psalms is the sense of God. 

Music is always featured at the 
General Conference. This year the 
director is Prof. Irving J. Law- 
rence, for over 20 years head of 
the music department of Mount 
Hermon School, and for several 
years director of the public sacred 
concerts given in the Auditorium 
in June and October by the massed 
choir of 1200 students of the two 
Notrhfield schools. Associated with 
him are Mr. and Mrs. Buzzell of 
Suncook, N. H., in duets anda so- 
los, and Glanville Davies of Bur- 
lington, Vt., basso. ; 

Upon the close of the General 
Conference the Massachusetts 
Christian Endeavor Conference 
will attract over 400 delegates for 
eight days, August 14-21. This 
concludes the present season, 
which began in June with an in- 
spiring Girls’ Conference. This was 
followed by a Women's Mission- 
ary Conference with both home 
and foreign outlook. Next came 
the Conference of Religious Edu- 
cation, its 30th annual session. It 
ia thus seen that Northfield pre- 
sents each summer a rounded pro- 
gram of conferences interned to 
stimulate and educate persons of 
all agea in individual Bible study 
and in methods of church activity.

The Coolidge Monument 
At His Burial Place 


Up at Plymouth Vermont — the 
burial place of Calvin Coolidge 
late ex-President of the United 
States was marked last week by 
the erection of a new memorial. 

In Hillside Cemetery under the 
shadow of Mount Killington where 
lie his forbears, seven generations 
of Coolidges and by side of his 
father, and of his son his grave 
witnessed the erection of a mem- 
oral which conforms ie simplicity 
and refinement as well as in bar- 
mony to the nature of the place. 

The tablet bears the President's 
seal in low rehef at the top, below 
which is shown the simple ingcrip- 
tion, “Calvin Coolidge, July 4 
1x72. January 5, 1933." On each 
of the four cornera of the panel 
bearing thix inscription is an single 
star with point upward, signifying 
the insignia of the commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy. 

The material is of ‘fine grained 
yranite and was specially selected 
because of ite suitability for show- 
ing the fine detail of the Prensi- 


dent's seal and the inscription. It 
is approximately five feet high Important 
and of strong and beautiful pro- F 
portions.

At the recent Conference of 
Governors held at San Francisco, 
Gov. Wilbur Cross of Connecticut 

resented a talk on the subject of 
ax exemptions. He felt he could 
not eliminate the principle of ex- 
empting property of religious, ed- 
ucational and charitable  institu- 
tions. 

“There is doubtless however,” 
he said, ‘‘too much exemption in 
each of the three classes of proper- 
ty.
